Pontiac Korndyke stands at the 
head of Harry Davis’, Davisdale 
Farm, Chester, N. Y., and E. H. Dol- 
lars,’ Fairview Stock Farm, Hamil- 
ton, N. Y. It is a privilege of mine 
to give the old fellow a good rub 
down about a half hour each day and 
while doing so I felt the breeders all 
over the country would like to know 
about this wonderful sire. At pres- 
ent he is in active service here at 
Davisdale Farm, but will soon go 
north to Fairview. Pontiac Korn- 
dyke was twelve years old Dec. 28, 
1911. He is a kind, strong, active, 
rugged old fellow, and one looks up- 
on him with admiration as the trans- 
mitter of those wonderful dairy char- 
acters of his dam, Belle Korndyke. 
I have always thought there were few 
cows like old Belle, and the great 
mistake I made was _ in selling that 
great son of her daughter, Korndyke 
Queen De Kol’s Pontiac, but then he 
is at the head of a great herd in 
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the west—McKay Bros.—where he is 
having an opportunity better than I 
could have given him, perhaps. 

But now, to Pontiac Korndyke. The 
Blue Book says he has 67 daughters 
and 17 proven sons and that was 
printed some time ago. Mr. Dollar 
has quite a few untested females, and 
a good number in calf to him. Mr. 
Davis has 15 daughters and most all 
of his females are safe in calf. Those 
which are not are being bred now. 
So in a short time he will have over 
one hundred. in the list. You all 
know of his world’s record daughter, 
Pontiac Pat, and she is a wonderful 
cow. Then too, his great daughter, 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2nd, that 
has just completed a great semi-of- 
ficial test, Pontiac Rag Apple that 
sold for the magnificent sum of 
$8,000, and Pontiac’s Queen Korndyke, 
make his four thirty-pound daughters. 
Then close in line come Pontiac As- 
calon, Pontiac Agnes, Pontiac Dark- 
ness, Lady Korndyke and Pontiac Im- 
perial. These are great record daugh- 
ters, all of an intensive dairy type. 
We will hear more in the near future 
of the doing of his daughters. 

Pontiac Korndyke has more proven 
sons than any other sire alive, and 
what must most interest us now is 
the doings of the daughters of his 
proven sons. King of the Pontiacs 
leads the list with fifty odd daugh- 
ters in the list, and a proven son. 
Two of these with records. better 
than thirty pounds—Alcartra with 
30.865 Ibs. and Melis with 31.742 Ibs. 
and now we hear of Manor Kate 
calving at thirty-two months of age 
and coming out with 28 Ibs. plus. 
This certainly is wonderful. A close 
second to the King of the Pontiacs 
is his son, Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke 
with over thirty on the list, lead by 
Maplecrest- Pontiac De Kol Lady, 
30.345 Ibs. Then there are his other 
sons whose daughters are sure to 
make Holstein-Friesian history, name- 
ly, Dutchland Sir Pontiac Ragapple 
(28), Imperial Pontiac Korndyke (9- 


-0), Korndyke Abbekerk (8-1), Korn- 


dyke Hengerveld De Kol (8-0), Pon- 
tiac Korndyke Hengerveld (11-0), 
K. Hengerveld De Kol (3-0), Ragap- 
ple Korndyke (11-0), Korndyke Pie- 











tertje Paul De Kol (4-0), Ridgeway 
Korndyke De Kol Prince (10-1), Korn- 
dyke Dione (1), Korndyke Inka Boy 
(1), Korndyke Epimethus (1), and 
Sir Korndyke Paul De Kol (2), with 
many others to fetch out daughters 
in the list this year. These sons of 
Pontiac Korndyke are scattered 
throughout the whole country at the 
head of the best herds in the country. 
There is a great call for his sons and 
a breeder may feel well off if he owns 
one and is in this coterie of breeders. 

As to his early history, Pontiac 
Korndyke was purchased as a calf 
to become one of the sires to head 
the now famous Eastern Michigan 
Asylum Herd, known the world over 
as the “Pontiacs.” In the write up 
of this herd in the December issue 
1903 of the Holstein-Friesian Regis- 
ter, We find the paragraph. “We 
now turn to the sires at the head of 
this herd at the present, remember- 
ing that ‘the bull is half the herd,’ 
they have been selected with the ut- 
most care to secure the best blood 
lines and individuality. 


Hengerveld De Kol is the sire of 
sixty-six daughters all bred on the 
asylum farm. Pontiac Pauline Paul 
sire of eleven daughters, and Pontiac 
Korndyke has eighteen daughters, 
none of them of milking age. By 
many judges this bull is regarded as 
the finest one in the herd. By the 
official scale of points, he scales al- 
most perfect and great hopes are en- 
tertained of the performance of his 
daughters.” Even with this regard of 
Pontiac Korndyke you will note that 
he was not used on the herd as much 
as the other sires and Mr. Dollar 
says it was because the herdsman 
was afraid of him, so in his early 
days he was not given the opportuni- 
ty that such a bull of royal breeding 
and individuality ought to have had. 

He is in active service today. We 
have bred five females this last week 
to him. He is a great old sire even 
though he is not of a very beautiful 
contour. He is open and coarse- 
ly made up, and that is what means 
much in dairy type. He has proven

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PONTIAC CLOTHILDE DE KOL 2D 
BREAKS WORLD RECORD. 


We are in receipt of a communica- 
tion from Supt. M. H. Gardner, giv- 
ing the totals of the semi-official rec- 
ord made by our cow, Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d, for the’ full year. 
She produced 25,318 Ibs. milk, with 
an average test of nearly 4.02% fat, 
equal to 1271.6 tbs. of butter, and is 
now easily the “Champion Cow of the 
World.” 

During the year she has been in- 
spected by many visitors to our barns, 
probably during the whole test thou- 
sands have seen her, for unlike the 
prophet, she is not without honor in 
her own country, and is considered 
one of the “local lions.” She was 
bred Aug. 24th, 1911, to King Korn- 
dyke Hengerveld Ormsby, son of the 
35.56-Ib. cow, Pietertje Maid Ormsby, 
whom we purchased mainly for that 
reason, as our bull, King Segis Pon- 
tiac is her son, King of the Pontiacs 
her three-quarter brother and king 
Pontiac Artis has 8714% the same 
breeding, so that she is typical 
Brookside Herd breeding. She ap- 
pears today as fresh and vigorous as 
when a year‘or more ago, she started 
on her great task, and is still: milking 
better than 40 Tbs. a day.

AGRICULTURE LIKENED TO A 
TREE. 


There is something about agricul- 
ture that a boy who was born on the 
farm likes. He wants to get back 
to it. We can class agriculture as 
the earliest enterprise in the world’s 
history. The first man and woman 
in the world were engaged in it; I 
believe it was the apple business 
they were largely engaged in. That 
was the beginning of enterprises in 
this world, and from that time un- 
til now agriculture has been the basic 
industry of practically every country 
in the world; and in a country that 
has so much arable land it certainly 
is the basic industry. It was one of 
the philosophers of olden times who 
said, in describing the nation’s de- 
velopment, that he likened it to a 


_tree, and he said agriculture was the 


trunk and that all other industries 
and enterprises were branches that 
grew out of this trunk. I believe 
that is as true to-day as it was then, 
and every movement that is made for 
the development of this country must 
be a move in the interest of agricul- 
ture; and no matter what heroic ef- 
forts we may make in order to build 
up the national prosperity they are 
bound to fall to the ground unless 
they are founded on agriculture, 
The soil is the greatest source of 
weath. We have seen the finished 
product on exhibition to-day, and I 
want to ask you what workmen could 
have more honest pride in the re 
sults of their labors than the farmers. 
The farmer has an endless source of 
wealth. The farmer starts the chain 
of commercial progress through every 
enterprise of the’ country, until‘ final- 
ly it comes back to the farmer. Let’s 
take one example. He sometimes 
raises a calf, and he sells the calf 
skin to a dealer who sells it to the 
tanner, and he puts labor on it and 
manufactures it into leather, and 
sells it to the manufacturer, and the 


manufacturer makes it into shoeg . 
and sells them to the merchant, and 

the merchant sells them back to the 

farmer and the farmers puts them on, 

and they protect his feet from the 

ground while he feeds more calves 

to get more hides to make more 

leather to make more shoes to pro- 

tect his feet while he raises more 

calves. 

[The U. S. breeder of Holstein- 
Friesians doesn’t sell dekinskins but 
$10,000 calves.—Kditor.] 

Agriculture is a progressive science 
and I know of no place where that 
can be said more truthfully than the 
place in which I am standing to-night. 
The work of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment and the work of the Agricul- 
tural College is to scientifically direct 
the various farmers, and in them you 
have one of the best educational fea- 
tures in the country. We all saw 
these animals judged in the ring, and 
the farmers who saw judging done 
can go back to their farms and know 
better how to raise a perfect. animal. 
Farmers realize at the present time 
that when new weeds come to fight 


his crop and insect pests come to - 


destroy it, that the botanist and en- 
tomologist and other scientific men — 
are coming to his assistance, and are 
adding greatly to the value of the — 
land. : 


To-day the farmer must be up-to- 


date, he has got to know all about 
the new methods—if not, he will fall 
behind. He cannot depend on old- 
fashioned ways of doing things. He 
must not be in the position of the 
few people who undertook to build 
a new schoolhouse. They called @ ~ 
meeting and passed three resolutions; — 
the first resolution was, “That Wwe ~ 
build a new schoolhouse;” the second ~ 
resolution was, “That we build the — 





new schoolhouse out of the material ~ 


contained in the old schoolhouse;” — 
and the third resolution was, “Re

The true aim of agricultural educa- 
tion should not take the boys off the 
farm, but to keep them on the farm, 
and that should be the aim of the 
Department of Agriculture. On the 
farm are being bred’ to-day the na- 
tion’s best men. Great cities like 
London and New York’ would pass 
away within a century were it not for 
the infusion of the blood from the 
country, and were it not for the -boys 
that are born on the farm and who 
go in and take their position in the 
active life of these great cities, so 


that in keeping your best boys on the 


farm you are not only raising up 
young men who will become exeellent 
farmers, but you are also supplying 
the rest of the world with their most 
capable business and _ professional 
men.—Hon. Duncan Magshall, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture; Alberta, at the 
Provincial Winter Fair. 
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SEVEN AND THIRTY-DAY TESTS 
AGAIN. 


We appreciate the generous atti- 
tude of Hoard’s Dairyman in print- 
ing what we wrote regarding short 
period tests, and also in reprinting 
your editorial, which, by the way, is 
but one of the editorial comments un- 
favorable to the short period tests 
which have appeared in this paper. 

From the letters and statements 
we have received regarding these 
comments, we are-sure that our de- 
ductions were fully warranted. We 
thought, and your statement assures 
us, that you did not intend to reflect 
anything unfavorable upon the experi- 
ment stations conducting these tests. 
This being the case, there is no ques- 
tion but that the cows give the milk 
that contains the fat recorded by the 
advanced registry systems of the dif- 
ferent breed associations, termed of- 
ficial tests. Though you say no breed 





or breed association was mentioned 





you also say that it is equally applic- 
able to every breed association that 
recognizes short period tests, and this 
surely includes the Holstein-Friesian 
Association, for as I said in your’ is- 
sue of October 20, the first official 
butter tests were for seven days and 
were ‘established by. the association 
above named. It is an absolute cer- 
tainty that a great part, if not the 
greater part, of the development of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed in: Ameri- 
ca during the last twenty-five years 
has been the result of these short 
‘period tests, as the year tests are of 
comparatively recent date. Is it not, 
then, a serious charge to intimate that 
this or any other breed association, or 
each of them, has. by the aid of our 
experiment stations, been misleading 
the public with humbug and trickery 
by thousands of official records? You 
do not mean this, but where will you 
draw the line between what you 
would consider legitimate, and what 
you term “forced’tests? Will you 
say that a cow shall be fed only so 


‘much before or after calving, that if 


she be a Jersey or a Guernsey, she 
cannot give more than ae certain 
quantity of milk, or if she be a Hol- 
stein-Friesian, her milk must not con- 
tain more than a certain percentage 
of butterfat? In other words, would 
you limit the development of the 
production of the dairy cow? All 
this is logically included, if we ac- 
cept your “opinion,” namely “that 
the ‘forced short seven and thirty day 
tests—and forced longer tests, might 
well be included—are unwise, not 
alone for their effect upon the cow, 
but for the further reason that they 
open the door for practices which 
give misleading results.” 


Surely such a progressive dairy or- 
gan as Hoard’s Dairyman would not 
urge us to discontinue the develop- 
ment of the dairy cow.. Will you 
then tell us how we can develop her 
better than by more care and study 


of the cow, to learn the secrets of 
her production, and add knowledge to 
knowledge by increasing her produc- 
tion? World’s records have been 
broken very often, and the ‘strides 
have been rapid. The fact is, how- 
ever, that some of our cows make 25 
to 35 pounds of 80% butter more 
easily now than they made 20 to 25 
pounds three or four years ago; not 
because of trickery or humbug, but 
because they have been developed 
year by year to greater production, 
and further, we have found that cows 
of some lines of breeding when in 
perfect physical condition if fed a 
rather narrow protein ration, will 
secrete more fat in the milk and a 
higher per cent of fat in the milk. 
This characteristic of giving a higher 
per cent of fat at freshening as well 
as a large flow of milk is of rather 
recent discovery, and seems incre- 
dible to some of our dairy authorities. 
These are referred to as 
tests,” though we have failed to find 
any unfavorable results to the cow. 


We can refer you to Grace Fayne 
2nd’s Homestead, that made 16.28 
TIbs., 29.16 Ttbs., 30.55 Ths. and 35.55 
Ibs. successively, at 2, 4, 5 and 6 
years, and Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
2d, that made 16.86 Ibs., 28.72 Ibs., 
30.27 tbs. and 37.2 Ibs. successively 
at 2, 4, 5 and 6 years, at 5 years 
making a year’s record of 649.11 Ibs. 
of butterfat and is now leading the 
world in another yearly record, soon 
to be completed. There is nothing 
abnormal about these tests, if you 
study the cows; they are perfectly 
normal, as to temperature; they are 
not fed so much as we used to feed, 
in fact our cows making large rec- 
ords now are not forced with feed as 
some were a few years ago, with in- 
digestible matter; and we fail to per- 


ceive any difference in the process of 


secretion of butterfat whether a cow 
is fed intelligently and appropriately 
and¢tests 5% or 6% fat, or fed without 
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consideration of feed-values, and tests 
3% or 4%. It does not necessarily 
affect her breeding powers, as is 
shown by the cows above mentioned, 
or her constitution, except that any 
mechanism running under high pres- 
sure is more sensitive, and needs 
thoughtful management and appro- 
priate supplies. 

I believe we are just beginning to 
learn the possibilities of our dairy 
cows, and how to care for them to 
get the best results. There is abso- 
lutely nothing more abnormal or de- 
ceptive in a high per cent of fat after 
freshening than in a large flow of 
milk, but until recently we have not 
known how to get the former, and it 
will require the greatest thought and 
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scale and the Babcock test. So far 
as the short records have been edu- 
cational, we do not desire to raise 
any objections to them. But it seems 
to us they have, to a large degree, 
served their purposé, and the time 
has arrived when the future measure- 
ment of the cow should be made by 
her yearly records. By this we do 
not mean forcing to show the possible 
capacity of the cow, but records made 
under normal herd conditions, under 
conditions where the cow will give 
birth to a strong calf each year. The 
cow that will do this and make 300 
to 400 Ibs. of fat every year and live 
to be 12 to 14 years of age is the 
kind of cow the dairyman demands. 
And is not he the man, in the end,

The results of these 
trains have manifested themselves in: 
many ways. Farmers become in- 
terested in better dairying. They 
have substituted good cows for poor 
cows; placed at the head of their 
herds good, pure-bred dairy bulls; 
erected silos; are raising clover and 
alfalfa where less productive and less 
valuable timothy hay formerly grew. 
Due to this success other roads have 


become interested in the opportunity 
of gaining such results, and arrange- 
ments have been made with the 
Chicago & Rock Island and the II- 
linois Central to cover all their lines 
in Iowa with fully equipped special 
dairy trains during the months of 
February and March.

The development of the Hawaiian 
Islands under American guidance is 
illustrated by figures presented in a 
document just received by the Bureau 
of Statistics, Department of Commerce 
and Labor. A table shows, for ex- 
ample, the production of sugar, by 
far the most important product of the 
Hawaiian Islands, from 1875 down to 
and including 1911. The produc- 
tion of sugar in 1875, the year im- 
mediately prior to the adoption of the 
reciprocity treaty, is given at 25 mil- 
lion pounds; in 1910, 1,111 million; 
or 40 times as much in 1911 as in 
1875. The value, which was stated 
at 1% million dollars in 1875, was 
given at 36% million in 1911, or 30 
times as much in 1911 as in 1875. 
Thus the quantity of sugar produced 
in 1911 is 40 times as great as in the 
year immediately prior to the begin- 
ning of reciprocity, and the value 30 
times as great, the relative difference 
in increase between quantity and 
value being due, of course, to a reduc- 
tion in prices of sugar meantime. 
Sugar, however, is not the only pro- 
duct of the Hawaiian Islands. The 
value of canned pineapples sent to the 
United States alone in the fiscal year 
1911 was over 2 million dollars; of 
rice, the quantity shipped to this 
country from Hawaii in that year was 
6 2-3 million pounds; of coffee, 2 3-4 
million pounds; of hides and skins, 1 
1-2 million pounds; of bananas, 171,- 
000 bunches; while of manufactures 
of wood the value of the shipments 
in 1911 was about $146,000.

It will be seen that the Dairyman 
admits that “the seven and thirty- 
day tests have been of value in de 
veloping the Holstein-Friesian breed 
of cattle,” it also admits their “edu- 
cational value,” at the same time it 
would abandon these tests on the 
ground that they have “served their 
purpose.” If the _ short-time tests 
have been of educational value and 
assisted in developing the Holstein- 
Friesian breed of cattle in the past, 
why can they not continue to do the 
same in the future? Why abandon 
that which has proven its value. be 
yond a peradventure? To the editor 
of the Holstein-Friesian World, this 
would seem to be the height of folly. 

Supposing that the  semi-official 
yearly record has its. value, why 
should it be deemed necessary or even 
advisable to abandon the short-time 
test, that proven educator, and de- 
veloper of the breed? 


The weighing and testing the milk 
of the cows of a dairy under ordinary 
conditions, may help the dairyman to 
weed out the poorer ones, but it does 
nothing in the direction of improving 
and developing those left. Why 
should the Dairyman so _ insistently 
object to the development idea and 
process?

I am enclosing herewith copy of 
resolutions that were adopted at our 
annual meeting today.

Waukesha, Jan. 10, 1912. 


Since the Committee on awards in 
the Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competition 
(open to all breeds of dairy cattle) 
which closed Dec. Ist, 1911, placed the 
Holstein-Friesian cow first, and also 
second, for the highest record of pro- 
duction of butter-fat, for one year. 
Also, first and second for the highest 
records of production of butter-fat, 
by ten cows in any one herd for one 
year. 

Since these official results of the 
productiveness of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow as made known and dissemi- 
nated, are instructive to the public, 
and will tend to increase her supre- 
macy and popularity, as the “peoples” 
dairy cow in Wisconsin. 

And since the arrangement for 
holding the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Holstein-Friesian Association 
west of the state of New York, if car- 
ried out, will give to the public at 
large a much wider knowledge of the 
thousands of men owning Holstein- 
Friesian cows, as well as something 
of the magnitude of the Association’s 
work. 

Therefore, be it resolved: That the 
Waukesha County Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association, here assembl-

THREATENED MILK FAMINE IN 
MANITOBA’S CAPITAL. 


[From Consul General John E. 
Jones, Winnipeg, Canada.] 

Winnipeg is agdin threatened with 
a milk famine; and the Manitoba 
Dairy Association is trying to devise 
some ways and means of increasing 
the local output of milk. The great 
trouble with Manitoba, and in fact 
with the rest of the western Provinces 
of Canada, in the matter of milk and 
vegetables, is that the farmers give 
little or no attention to mixed farm- 
ing. The grain crop is easy to grow 
and easier to dispose of; so, while 
the land is still fresh in its produc- 
tiveness, the farmers devote all their 
energies to what they consider the 
best paying occupation—the growing 
of grain. ; ‘ : 

The Manitoba Dairy Association re- 
cently called upon the. provincial 
Minister of Agriculture and laid be- 
fore him the serious danger of a milk 
famine n the city, and pointed out the 
inability to get dairy cattle, as well 
as the impossibility of sufficiently in- 
teresting the neighboring farmers: in 
the benefits of dairying. -This dele- 
gation informed the minister that not 
less than $45,000 a week is being 
paid by local dairymen for dairy pro- 
ducts imported into-.Winnipeg from 
the United States. .

cattle by establishing a central yard 
in Winnipeg, to which heifer calves 
could be brought when they were on- 
ly a few days old, and from which 
they could be shipped in lots of half 
a dozen to farmers throughout the 
Province. The delegation pointed out 
that the great majority of heifer 
calves are slaughtered; and, if half 
a dozen heifer calves could be given 
to a farmer to be raised by one cow, 
the farmers would be eager to avail 
themselves of the opportunity. 

This proposal, it is understood, may 
be brought before the assembled par- 
liament of the Province at a conven- 
tion to be called by the mayor of 
Winnipeg, to be held in this city dur- 
ing the first week in January. At 
this meeting the whole subject of 
milk shortage and the benefits of 
dairying will be considered. A com- 
mittee has been formed to act in con- 
junction with the Minister of Agri- 
culture, and wait upon the Dominion 
Minister of the Interior, to the end 
that special efforts be made to bring 
to Canada experienced dairymen. 

While the price of milk has not been 
advanced, there is nothing approach- 
ing a sufficient supply to meet the 
demand.

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OLEOMARGARINE SITUATION IN 
WASHINGTON. 


The oleomargarine situation in 
Washington is in a very pecular and 
dangerous situation. Evidently the 
oleomargarine people are beginning 
to realize the justice of the cause of 
honest butter and the strength of the 
farmers and their friends. Conse- 
quently for the time being they have 
decided to join with the friends of the 
farmers in demanding honesty in the 
selling of oleomargarine. The Na- 
tional Provisioner says, “Those who 
are interested in the manufacture 
and selling of oleomargarine are just 
Consequently oleomargarine interests 
have introduced into Congress a bill 
“to protect the consumers, dealers 
and manufacturers of margarine 
against fraud.” This bill would re- 
quire all oleomargarine to be sold in 
prints of either %4, 1, 2, 3, 5, or 10 
pounds each. The proposed law re- 
quires that stamps shall be affixed to 
these prints so as to securely seal 
them and that these manufacturers 
original packages may not be opened 
without destroying the stamp affixed 
thereto; the fine for selling oleomar- 
garine in any other form than the 
statutory packages or for packing 
oleomargarine in any manner contrary 
to law or falsely branding any pack- 
age or placing an improper stamp 
thereon is increased from $1,000 to 
not more than $2,000. 

Under this law there would be no 
more cutting out of the tub of any 
oleomargarine. Such print is declar- 
ed the manufacturers original pack- 
age and must have a revenue stamp, 
the same as a cigar box. This con- 
templated legislation coming from our 
opponents carries with it a certain 

amount of suspicion and brings ‘to 
mind the ancient worthy who said 
that he always feared the Creeks 
even when they came bringing pres- 
ents.

thereof; 3rd, all protection to couto- 
mers of boarding houses, restaurants, 
hotels; 4th, the first section of 
the so called Grout bill which pro- 
vided that oleomargarine on entering 
any state shall be suject to the pro- 
visions of the laws of that state and 
5th, the 10 cent tax on colored oleo- 
margarine and allow it to be reduced 





to 1-5 of a cent, per pound. 

We must in all, honestly admit that; 
the oleomargarine people have made 
a marked concession in their bill, but 
in view of all that those interests ask 
in return, will it not be wise to re- 
gard them as yet hostile to the dairy 
interests of the country and to op- 
pose their proposition to the etxent 
of our ability. The superficial fair- 
ness of the oleomargarine proposition 
makes it peculiarly dangerous. The 
alleged desire of the oleomargarine 
people that their product be sold 
honestly should not hypnotise us. 
There is great danger that the plau- 
sible and superficially fair proposi- 
tion which the oleomargarine interests 
make will be instrumental in winning 
votes to their side and it is therefore, 
more imperative than ever before, 
that the dairy interest of the country 
should be united, persistent and ag- 
gressive. 

Do not fail to let your congressman 
know just what you think of the 
matter. Do not fail to let your con- 
gressman know your wishes. Also 
correspond frankly and freely with the 
secretary of the Dairy Union that he 
may personally present your side of 
the case to representatives and sena- 
tors and do not overlook the fact that 
a campaign of this kind is necessarily 
attended with some expense and that 
contributions for the support and 
maintainance of the dairy union 
should be sent to its treasurer, Gov. 
Hoard, Ft. Atkinson, Wis.
